We  are  under  miiny  oMij^ations  to  the  ed- 
itors of  the  Gazfta  de  AhUlcias  for  their  very 
complimentary  allusions  to  us  on  Friday 
last,  and  \\\t  more  so  because  tlie  criticism 
accompanying  them  inijilicd  an  impartial 
appreciation  of  our  work.  Some  of  our 
contemporaries  have  at  times  fallen  into  the 
error  of  denouncing  us  for  an  unconcealed 
and  persistent  liostilily  to  the  country,  sim- 
ply because  we  have  frankly  criticized  men 
and  measures  connected  with  the  govern- 
ment of  13razil.  They  forget,  apparently, 
tliat  we  can  gain  nothing  whatever  irom  a 
malicious  disparagement  of  the  countrj-, 
while  on  the  contrary  we  can  g;iiii  much  in 
common  with  Brazilifins  tliemselvcs  from  its 
prosperity  and  good  government.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  us  to  find  that  the  Gazeia'  lias 
not  misjudged  us,  and  that  it  has  credited 
our  criticisms,  no  matter  how  severe  they 
may  have  been,  with  the  good  purposes 
wliich  certainly  actuated  them.  "We  cm  as- 
sure our  good  neighbor  that  it  is  far  pleas- 
anler  and  far  more  satisfiictory  to  commend 
than  it  is  to  condemn,  hut  we  know  of  no 
honest  method  of  saying  one  thing  for  the 
odier,  nor  do  we  believe  tluU  ^-i-\y  beneiit 
could  arise  from  such  a  course. 


Although  we  fully  recognize  tlic  iicces- 
sit}'  and  justice  of  protecting  ourselves 
against  an  invasion  of  cholera,  we  can  not 
agree  with  the  sentiment  which  led  to  the 
e.Npulsion  of  the  cholera-infected  steamer 
Carlo  liaggio  from  Biazilian  waters,  and 
which  is  now  applauding  that  act  as  neces- 
sary and  humane.  Il  was  not  a  necessary 
recour.se,  nor  is  Uiere  the  sligiitest  toucli 
of  humanity  in  the  whole  transaction. 
And  the  anxiety  of  the  authorities  and  o'i 
the  newspapers  to  demonstaie  the  "hu- 
manity ''  of  the  expulsion,  is  a  good  proof 
that  they  themselves  are  not  (luite  sure  of 
it  !  The  simple  facts  are  that  a  steamer 
crowded  with  fifteen  hundred  immigrants 
arrived  here  with  cholera  on  hoard,  that  a 
hundred   and   twenty-four  liv'cs  had  been 


lost  up  to  the  date  o{  her  expulsion,  tliat  all 
comnuinicalion  with  land  was  prohibited, 
and  that  this  same  vessel  lias  been  driven 
away  on  a  return  voyage  of  twenty  odtl 
ila)s  with  the  terrible  ceriainty  tlnU  a  great 
part  of  her  human  freight  will  die  of  the 
plague  bolare  a  port  can  be  readied.  Wore 
it  impossible  to  do  anything  for  these  poor 
creatures  without  exposing  the  [leoplc  of 
this  country  lo  the  coniagiou,  then  the 
necessity  of  ,scl(-preserv,Uinn  would  in  great 
measure  furnish  an  excuse  for  ihe  heartless 
cruelty  of  this  expulsion,  hut  we  are  noi 
convinced  of  diis  impossibility.  It  would 
not  have  been  diiliculi  to  set  ajxirt  an  island 
for  them,  to  have  arrangctl  shelter,  food, 
medicines,  etc.,  for  their  use,  and  to  liave 
se|xirated  the  well  from  the  sick  and  thus 
reduce  the  danger  of  infection.  There  arc 
hundreds  of  islands  along  the  coast  which 
would  ha\e  serveil  for  this  purpose,  wdiere 
complete  isolation  could  have  been  secured, 
and  a  few  score  of  tents,  wiih  food,  etc., 
would  have  met  the  emergency.  Hut,  in- 
stead ot  trying  some  such  measure  of  relief, 
which  would  liave  been  warranted  by  every 
true  sentiment  of  hiimanilv,  tliis  over- 
crowded ship  is  driven  to  sea  by  armed 
force,  with  the  certainty  of  a  horrible  and 
unavoidable  death  before  her  wretched 
passengers,  and  all  this  is  superciliously 
termed  "humane."  Selfish  it  may  be'; 
but  humane,  never!  It  may  be  that  the 
shipowners  are  to  be  blamed  for  over- 
crowding the  ship,  and  that  the  officers  are 
lo  he  blamed  for  not  turning  back  when 
the  plague  appeared,  but  this  is  no  excuse 
for  the  barbarous  ireaimeiu  received  here. 
The  fifteen  hundreil  imiuigiaius  .shut  up  on 
board  that  ship,  hiretl  to  tliis  country  by 
the  promises  and  florid  descriptions  of 
13razilian  agents,  were  not  to  blame  for  an)' 
of  these  errors  ;  and  yet,  upon  tlieir  shoul- 
ders must  the  terrible  penalty  fill  !  1  luman 
justice  is  not  always  just  and  impartial,  but 
in  a  case  like  this  it  is  simply  fiendish  !  It 
punishes  the  innocent  and  helpless  with  a 
severity  and  rclcntlessness  which  make  one 
doubt  the  existence  of  such  a  thing  as 
Christian  civilization.

They  are  beautifully 
made,  and  would  serve  to  ornament  a  lawn  or  the 
iHiilico  of  a  house.  Apparently,  a  profitalde  business 
cuuld  be  built  up  in  bringing  tliem  tii  tins  conntry, 
and  in  exporling  good  articles  made  of  iron  and 
steel  10  pay  for   Ihcm.

Then,  too,  it  is  located  fiirectly  in  front  of  the  jail, 
which  it  is  thought  will  be  too  strong  a  mixture  of 
Iragedy  with  comedy  for  popular  appreciation. 

— A  Dcstcrro  tclcgam  says  that  .imong  the  im- 
migrants .arriving  there  on  the  20th  ult.  from  San- 
tos, five  were  suffering  from  dvsentery,  which  the 
physicians  called  cholerina.  Tlicy  were  isolated  and 
disinlccted,  and  were  peacefully  recovering,  when  on 
tbe  31st  the  governor  suddenly  came  down  on  the 
poor  wretches  with  .a  ])oIice  force,  forcing  them  in- 
to quarantine,  iirobibilitig  communication,  etc.  A 
request  for  a  mcilical  examination  followed,  and 
then  the  police  were  taken  away. 

—A  startling  telegram  from  Santos  on  the  1st 
says  th.at  M/V/j'/W/W  wrapped  in  mattresses  and 
sail  cloths  had  appeared  on  the  Pcruby  beach  near 
ihat  city.  Thejsanitary  authorities  took  charge  of 
them,  and  we  trust  that  care  was  exercised  to  pre- 
vent infection  in  ca-se  they  should  happen  lo  have 
been  cholera  victims.  Subsequent  telegrams  con- 
tra{!ict  the  report,  and  state  that  it  is  not  certain 
about  the  bodies,  although  the  mattresses  are  there. 
How  did  it  happen,  then,  that  "thirty  bodies"  Were 
s|iecified  in  the  first  dispatch  ?  It  looks  like  a  little 
manufactured  justification  for  driving  the  Cm/o  R. 
away  from  the  coast  !

—On  account  of  the  removal  of  Dr.  Lassaiiee, 
director  ol  the  Haturite  railway,  all  the  enyineera 
on  tliaL  road  except  one  have  tendered  their 
resignation. 

-•The  governors  oi  the  stales  ol  Minas  Geraes 
and  Fspirito  Santo  have  signed  an  agrcenieut  for 
building  a  railway  from  the  town  of  Alejire  in  the 
latter  slate  to  that  of  Santa  Barbara  in  the   former. 

—The  Gamboa  maritime  station,  in  this  city,  re^ 
ceived  last  month  for  transportation  over  the  Ccn 
tral  r.ail\vay  390,115  packages  of  merchandise, 
weighing  [7,017  metric  tons.  Besides  this  11,937 
tons  of  Cardiff  co.al  were  received.  The  receipts  of 
ihe  station  during  the  month  amounted  to 
43i,oGo$96o. 

— The  7iirH,i/ is  inlormed  that  since  the  14th  ult. 
10  metre-gauge  locomotives  have  been  mounted 
and  )ilaced  in  service  at  the  Norte  station,  of  Sao 
I'aulo,  and  ihat  all  the  passenger  trains  on  the  S.

Eurojieau  arrivals  at  Montevideo  ami  IJnenos 
Aires. 

—It  is  reported  that  llie  Principe  do  Gr.ao-Para, 
eldest  son  of  the  Conde  d'Kn,  is  to  enter  the 
Austrian  army. 

—The  new  Beljiian  minister  m  ihis  capital, 
Comie  Lalaing,  was  formally  prescnied  lo  the 
President  on  tlie  3ISI  uh. 

—On  the  2Stb  ult.  a  dinner  w.is  given  to  Deputy 
Oiticica  by  the  other  members  of  the  budget  com- 
mittee of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies . 

—Yesterday  reports  were  in  circulation  thai  Dr. 
Fernando  Lobo,  minister  of  justice  anil  interior, 
h.ul  offered  his  resignation  to  the  President. 

— Tlic  French  cruiser  Areihiise,  M.  flenier 
cominamliiig  and  carrying  the  pennant  of  Admiral 
Abel  de  Sibroii,  entered  tliis  port  on  the  31st  ult. 

—We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  health  authorities 
have  condemned  some  five  or  six  brands  of  cognac 
manufactured  here  in  this  city,  it  should  have 
been  done  long  ago, 

— Dr,  Paula  Souia,  minister  of  industry,  again 

tendered   his   resignation    on  the   29tli  nil.  Up  to 

yesterday   evening,  however,     no    reply  had  been 
vouchsafed  to  bis  letter  of  resignation, 

—It  was  well  known  early  last  week  that  Dr. 
Paula  Soiiza  had  insisted  upon  the  acceptance  of 
his  lesignalion.  On  Thursday  lie  refused  to  attend 
the  cabinet  meeting,  but  still  the  government  in- 
sisted that  no  change  had  occurred, 

—The  death  rale  in  this  city  continues  phe- 
noinciially  low,  notwithstanding  the  filthy  condition 
of  the  streets.  For  this  we  are  undoubledly  in. 
debted  to  the  alniudaut  supply  of  water  which  we 
now  have,  and  to  the  low  temperature  wdiicli  has 
prevailed  lor  so  long  a  time. 

— -\  corpse  was  found  on  the  Copacab.ina  beach 
on  the  30th,  which  the  residents  there  believe  to 
be  a  cholera  case,  and  the  sanitary  authorities  were 
called  upon  to  lake  charge  of  it.  As  unusual  pre- 
cautions have  been  taken  at  Ilha  Grande  in  the 
bu'ial  of  cholera  victims,  it  is  unlikely  that  this  was 
one  of  them, 

—The.  Jornal  ii<' Coiumcreio  o{  \\\c  rsl  says  that 
it  was  iiif.irnied  the  preeedini;  day  that  a  Prazilian 
minister  in  a  foreign  country  had  drawn  upon  the 
Treasury  for  i6,ooo|  (less  than  S4,oooJ  through 
a  commercial  house,  and  that  the  Treasury  had 
refused  lo  accept  the  bill.  We  feel  sure,  however, 
that  the  bill  was  not  drawn  at  Montevideo. 

—On  Wednesday  night  lasi  the  minister  of  in- 
terior sent  a  telegram  to  the  commander  of  the 
h't-puNiai  that  .as  soon  as  the  Italian  steamer 
Carlo  A\  had  received  waler  on  the  following  day, 
energetic  measures  should  be  em|tloyed  to  compel 
Ihat  steamer  to  leave  BraKJlian  waters.  The  ill-fated 
vessel,  however,  did  not  leave  until  Friday. 

— The  national  health  department  has  resolved 
to  apply,  from  this  dale,  a  strict  quarantine  on  ail 
vessels  Irom  Brazil,  on  account  of  there  having 
been  deaths  from  cholera  officially  recorded  in  the 
immigrants'  holel,  and  because  proper  precautions 
are  not  taken  in  that  country  respecting  vessels 
arriving  from  the  Mediterranean.  —  7V>w<'.r,  Buenos 
Aires,  August  23, 

—On  the  31st  a  disorderly  soldier  of  the  23rd 
battalion  created  a  great  disturbance  at  the  coiner 
ol  Regente  and  S.  I'edro,  wdiere  he  went  to  the 
extreme  of  attacldng  people  with  a  razor.  One 
man  was  cut,  a  policeman  ran  into  a  woman's 
room  for  protection,  and  the  whole  neighborhood 
was  in  an  uproar.  Our  patriotic  defender  was 
finally  captured  and  disarmed, 

—On  the  30tli  ult.  a  corpse  supposed  lo  have 
been  thrown  from  the  plague-stricken  vessel 
Curio  K.  was  washed  ashore  on  the  Copacabaua 
beach.  It  was  inlerred  on  the  following  day  in 
the  S.  JoJio  ]5aptista  cemelery.  Being  in  a  slate 
of  imlrefaclinn,  it  was  not  examined  by  the  police 
physicians.  There  seem  lo  have  been  many  very 
unnecessary  delays  in  the  interment  of  the  corpse. 

—The  Jornal ih  Coinmcrcio  calls  attention  to  the 
circumstance  that  to-day  is  the  last  day  for  the 
President  to  sign  the  bill  recently  voted  by  Con- 
'  gress,  regulating  Ihe  counting  of  votes  in  ^Dresi. 
dential  elections  and  determining  inconipatibdiiies 
in  such  elections.  As  this  bill  provides  that  the 
Vice-President,  acting  as  President,  can  not  be  a 
candidate  for  the  presidency,  the  hesitation  of  the 
acting  President  is  significant. 

— We  are  puz/.led  to  know  what  was  the  differ- 
ence belween  the  revolution  in  Ama?.onas,  and  the 
revolutions  in  MaranliSo,  Maito  Grosso,  Santa 
Catharina  and  oilier  states.  To  all  appearances 
they  were  very  much  alike,  but  while  Congress 
hastens  to  grant  ainneslie^  to  tlie'latler,  the  parlies 
implicated  in  tbe  former  are  compelled  to  umlergo 
punishment.  Several  of  the  Aniazonas  revolution, 
ists  have  been  sent  to  the  Fernando  de  Noronha 
penal  siation. 


—The  /ufifl'/ifa  relumed  to  this  port  on  the  2nd 
inst,,  after  having  gallantly  and  generously  es- 
corted the  Carlo  A',  to  Cape  Frio. 

—The  customs  fiuard  apprehended  34  boxes  o| 
merchandise  on  ihe  Argentine  steamer  T^tlro  IU. 
on  the  31st,  which  were  considered  as  contraband, 

—The  plague-siricken  sle.iiner  Carlo  Aa^i_io  left 
Brazilian  waters  last  Friday  evening.  It  is  sl;tled 
that  since  this  steamer  left  Italy  there  have  been 
124  deaths  on  board. 

—Last  Friday  a  man  named  Julio  de  Miranda 
shot  a  young  woman  to  whom  he  was  engaged  to 
be  married,  and  then  killed  liimseU.  The  young 
woman  is  dangerously  wounded, 

—The  Paiz  of  Saturday  says  that  it  had  received 
a  visit  from  a  commission  of  bulchers,  who  protest 
against  the  quality  of  the  beet  sent  to  them  for 
sale.     It  was  lean  and  apparently  diseased, 

—Senator  Arislides  says  that  it  is  necessary  to 
make  the  enemies  of  the  republic  politically  dis- 
appear. Perhaps  .\iislides  intends  to  give  an 
"  ojitical  illusion  "  entertainment  in  addition  tu  his 
humorous  writings, 

— As  there  is  but  one  genuine  republican  in 
Brazil,  and  that  man  wears  the  legendary  appella- 
tion of  Aiiptide«,  why  not  make  him  the  chief  of 
police  ?  We  should  soon  have  gore  enough  in  the 
streets  to  II  lat  \\\i  AlmUante  Tmmndare. 

—The  Jonial  says  that  the  50  soldiers  sent  down 
to  Realen^^o  til  lest  the  new  Mauser  rifles  on  the 
3otb  nil.,  expended  4,500  cartridges.  The  range 
was  500  metres,  the  firing  was  in  platoons  at  com- 
mand, "  15  shots  per  second,"  It  is  said  ihat  over 
200  shots  hit  the  mark. 

—The  national  guards  are  now  seeking  notoriety. 
On  Saturday  evening  last  eight  of  them  "raided" 
the  police  in  Rua  da  Pralulia,  At  their  barracks 
they  also  refused  lo  obey  the  orders  of  an  officer. 
There  is  apparently  something  provocative  of  dis- 
order in  the  discipline  exercised  here. 

— It  is  worthy  of  record  that  the  deputies  dare 
not  put  themselves  on  record  in  regard  to  passing 
ihe  deficiency  credit  of  58,000,000$,  preferring  to 
hide  their  identity  in  a  viva  voce  vote.  The  oppn. 
sition  can  defeat  ihat,  if  they  choose,  by  having 
their  negalive  votes  placed  on  the  minutes. 

—Unhappy  country!  On  Saturday  last  a  sp.in 
of  horses  and  elegant  coup^  were  sold  by  an 
auctioneer  to  satisfy  a  debt  contracted  with  a  dealer 
in  jewellery,  and  only  1, 600$  were  realized  for  the 
lol— perhaps  a  lliird  of  their  value.  If  our  "high 
life  "  is  In  be  sold  out  in  this  way,  where  are  we 
lo  chsgar  ? 

—There  was  a  row  in  Rua  Sete  de  Seleinbro  on 
Sunday  evening  belween  .some  sailors  from  tbe 
Italian  cruiser  Bansan  on  one  side  and  some  police- 
men and  civilians  on  the  Other.  Shots  were  fired 
and  Iwo  policemen  were  wouncled.  Tbe  sailors 
were  finally  taken  in  charge  by  some  officers  who 
convoyed  them  on  board  ship. 

— Last  Fiiday  "  Juca "  Reis  quarrelled  in  a 
Botanical  Garden  tram-c.ir  with  a  man  named 
]5apiisla  Guimataes,  who  fired  a  revolver  iw.ce  at 
Juca,  but  missed  him,  B.iptisia  Guimaiaes  wa^ 
arrested,  but  was  afterwards  released.  Possibly 
the  authoriiies  think  that  the  credit  ol  such  bad 
maikmanship  is  punishment  enough. 

— The  American  minister,  Hon,  T.  L,  Thomp- 
son, will  present  his  credentials  to  the  President 
to-morrow.  The  retiring  minister,  Hon.  E,  H. 
Conger,  wdio  has  filled  the  poi;t  of  diplomatic 
represenlative  so  acceptably  dmliig  the  past  three 
years,  will  return  home  on  llie  Wo'thwor'.h, 
whicli  leaves  lor  New  York  on  Sunday  next. 

-Tiic-^'""'"' calls  allention  to  a  discrepancy  iu 
the  pay-rolls  of  Ihe  Senate  and  Chamber  which 
ought  not  to  have  occurred.  In  the  Senate  the 
members  were  credited  with  30  days  from  June  3  to 
July  3,  ndiileinlhe  Chamber  they  were  credited 
with  31  days.  Surely  the  two  pay-rolls  should 
agree  on  such  a  point !  And  at  the  same  lime  it 
would  be  interesting  to  know  how  the  Cliamber 
managed  to  count  31  days  in  June.  Perhaps 
also,  some  one  will  explain  why  the  illustrious 
representatives  are  paid  lor  Sundays, 

— We  were  greatly  alarmed  as  well  as  puzzle  1 
some  weeks  aco  by  telegrams  10  the  effect;  thai 
"  Mr.  Caucus  "  liad  been  elected  Sjieaker  of  the  U. 
S.  House  of  Representatives,  We  know,  ofcourse, 
that  "  Mr.  Caucus  "  could  determine  whom  should 
be  speaker,  but  that  Caucus  himself  should  be 
elected  was  incredible.  We  concluded  to  wail, 
however,  for  mail  advices,  and  we  are  now  able  to 
say  that  the  speaker  re.illy  elected  was  Mr.  Crisp, 
who  was  the  candidate  selected  by  Mr.  Demo- 
cratic Caucus. 

—A  letter  from  Senator  Avisiiiles  to  a  S.  Paulo 
paper  throws  some  light  on  the  cause  of  the  resig. 
nation  ol  the  chief  of  police  of  this  ciiy.  It  apnears 
that  this  resig*nation  is  not  due  solely  to  the  Fron- 
lao  question,  but  that  the  government  require-;,  as 
the  senator  says,  "a  man  on  whom  it  can  place 
ihe  utmost  reliance,  "—"a  man,"  he  adds,  "who 
will  adopt  a  rt'/H/'i/ffW/oZ/V^'."  This  is  supposed 
to  mean  that  the  President  requires  a  man  who 
will  assist  Iiim  in  carrying  thecomingcongressional 
elections.  It  is  well  to  mendon  in  this  connection 
that  the  Gazela  de  Noticias  ol  Saturday  gives  an 
account  ol  an  alleged  plan  to  obtain  from  the  future 
Congress  llie  prolongaliou  of  the  present  presiden- 
tial term,  taking  as  a  pretext  for  so  doing  the 
disturbed  state  of  the  country.  This  is  said  to  be 
Ihe  real  motive  of  Gen,  Floriano's  intervention  in 
the  affairs  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  and  Santa  Cath- 
arina, for  which  no  one  hitherto  has  h'.tw  able  to 
offer  any  reasonable  explanation.

ficcuriiy.  Such  a  tranKnciion  is  clearly  indefensible. 
Still  further,  it  ouijht  to  convince  ihe  aulhurilies  of 
the  misinke  of  permitting  nil  classes  and  descrii" 
tioiia  of  ofTicials  to  impose  fines.  If  any  person 
incurs  Slid)  a  penally,  let  liiui  be  taken  tielnre  a 
prsstor,  who  will  hear  his  explanation  and  decide 
whether  the  fine  ought  to  he  imposed, 

—There  has  been  considerable  excitenieui  nnd 
hostility  mnnilested  agninst  nrnzil  in  Monlevideo 
during  the  past  three  or  four  dnys  l)ecause  of 
the  conflict  on  the  frontier  at  IJvramento,  the 
pfirliculars  of  which  are  not  yet  publicly  knnwn 
here.  Mobs  have  assembled  about  the  Hmzilian 
legation  in  Montevideo,  violence  has  been  ihreaieneii, 
and  force  has  been  necessnry  to  protect  the  lira- 
zilinn  representatives.  The  Brazilian  minister  has 
now  gone  to  the  frontier  lo  investigate  and  muiuat 
expressions  of  regret  have  been  exchanged,  but  the 
incident  is  not  yet  at  an  end.  How  far  it  will 
serve  in  strengthening  sympathy  for  the  revolu- 
tionists reninins  lo  l)e  seen. 

— On  the  30lh  ult.  the  minister  of  justice  and 
interior  addiessed  the  folituving  cnmniuiiicalinn  to 
the  acting  solicitor-gener.d  ol  the  republic:-- 
"Complying  with  tlie  requisilion  of  the  Senate, 
the  Vice-President  of  the  reinibhc  causes  to  be  sent 
to  yon  tlie  acconi|ianying  documents  in  order  tliat, 
in  conformity  wiih  Art.  22,  Letter  E,  i>f  Decree 
No.  848,  of  October  I llh,  1890,  you  will  forwnid 
them  to  the  proper  seciional  solicitor,  who  will 
bring  a  suit  ngninsl  reiiied  Atiniirnl  Eiiuauiii 
Wandeukolk  for  ihe  crimes  menlioued  in  said 
documents.  In  iliis  trial  will  be  included  the 
civilians  who  are  implicaied  witli  ihe  Admiral  in 
this  matter  nnd  wiiose  names  will  l)e  found  in 
those  documents."
